Mr. Volz pointed out that March 
15 is the final date on which ap- 
plications may be filed for deferred 
grazing on non-crop pasture land 
and range lands, if the land lies be- 
tween 1500 and 4500 feet in eleva- 
tion.

PEACE RESULTS 
CONCERN U.S. 


Complicated Problems 
Likely To Arise In 
Near Future, Say Officials 


WASHINGTON, (WP) — State de- 
partment officials believed today 
that the United States might have 
to re-chart its foreign policy to 
meet new European problems ex- 
| pected to develop from the Rus- 
sian-Finnish peace treaty. 

State department officials agreed 
privately that Finnish capitulation 
to Russia probably would raise some 
complicated problems for the Unit- 
ed States in the immediate future. 

Among those immediately raised 
were: 

1. The status of the $20,000,000 
export-import bank loan to Fin- 
land for the purchase of non-mili- 
tary supplies. The bank previously 
had loaned Finland $10,000,000. J. 
E. Jones, federal loan administrator, 
| announced that what remains of the 
loan would be at Finland’s dispos- 
al for rehabilitation and refugee 
work. He still considers Finland a 
“good risk.” 

2. The status of collections by 
various private organizations for 
Finnish relief and for the purchase 
of armaments, Former President 
Herbert Hoover, head of one of the 
largest organizations collecting Fin- 
nish relief funds, declined comment 
in New York. 

3. Future relations between the 
United States and Soviet Russia.

Baltic Republic Retains 
Technical Independence 
At Russia’s Pleasure 


PARIS, ((P) — The Finnish Diet 
was reliably reported today to have 
ratified the peace treaty with Rus- 

| sia.

| War in Finland ended today on 
| terms laid down by Josef V. Stalin 
with the tacit blessing of Adolf Hit- 
ler. 


Cessation of fighting on the far! 
northern fronts ended a conflict of | 
; 105 days in which Finland’s popu- | 


lation of less than 4,000,000 cour- 
ageously exhausted its fighting 
| Strength against the vast military 
| power of the Soviet Union. 
; For the Finns, the result was the 
immediate loss of their position as 
a “locked door” against Russian ex- 
pansion toward Scandinavia; the 
surrender of the main Mannerheim 
line defenses and the Gulf of Fin- 
land naval base at Hango. 
Technically, they retained their 
independence on the basis of ec- 
onomic cooperation with the So- 


viet Union but only future develop- 


ments will show whether they, too, 
must go the way of the Baltic 
states or of Czechoslovakia. If 
Russia seeks eventually to exert 
greater domination, it is difficult to 
foresee any grave obstacles in the 
path. 


For the Russians, the peace agree- 
ment meant the end of a war that 
had cost them possibly 200,000 dead 
and many other thousands of cas- 
ualties as compared to an estimat- 
ed 25,000 to 30,000 Finnish dead. 
But the pact was hailed throughout 
the Soviet Union as a triumph for 
the Red Army and the end of what 
the Russians termed a threat of 
imperialist invasion through Fin- 
land. Russian newspapers promised 
friendly relations with the Finns in 
the future.

Neville Chamerlain today defended

The dismissed war secretary, who 
previously had urged aid to Fin- 


land even if it meant war with Rus- | 


sia, rose in the House of Commons 
and asked: 


“Isn’t it a fact that repeated ap- | 


peals have been made by that coun- 
try (Finland) for assistance not 
only in materials but in men and 
isn’t it a pity in relation to the 
magnitude Sf these events and their 


nicality?” 

Hore-Belisha obviously referred to 
the refusal of Sweden and Norway 
to agree to passage of allied troops 
through their territory as a ‘“tech- 
nicality.” 

The former cabinet minister de- 
manded an opportunity for com- 
mons to debate the government’s 
whole conduct of the war. 

“And let’s discuss you, too,” a la- 
borite shouted. “You want us to 
fight the world.” 

Chamberlain denied Hore-Bel- 
isha’s inference that Finland had 
repeatedly appealed for aid. 

In his reply to Hore-Belisha, the 
prime minister said:
